‘He Finds Amusement in the 
Preliminary Examination 
in St. Charles. 


Jerome McAtee Tells the Story 
of Mrs. Fanny Vail’s 
Death. 


His Testimony Occupies the Morning and 
Afternoon Session—The Husband’s Be- 
havieor After the Shooting and at His 
Wife's Bedside—Indifference of the De- 
fendant Threugheut the Whole Affair— 
Mr. MoAtee’s Ideas on Photography— 
The Coat Produced—Usaal Squabbles 
Between Attorneys—Progress of the In- 
quiry. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPATOH. 

ST. CHARLES, Mo., Feb. 28.—The interest in 
the case of Charies F. Vall grows deeper, and 
since the actual hearing has been begun 
nothing is talked of but the trialand the 
probable outcome of the preliminary hearing. 
The Court-house is a queer old building, with 
a gable roof, supported by large Corinthian 
pillars, perched ona hill and surrounded by 
a huge grass plot aud a wall of rough mason- 
ry. Its ceilings are low and the square room 
in whichthe examination is taking place is 
partially flied with benches for the witnesses 
and spectators. Never before has it held a 
larger or more eager crowd than filled it yes- 
terday afternoon when the first encounter 
took place and the overcoat which Vail wore 
at the time of the shooting became the bone of 
contention. The seats had been filled 
for hours and the rear aisle 
was lined with a row of chairs 
on which spectators stood to obtain a view of 
the defendant and the contending attorneys. 
Down to the bar every alete was filled and one 
side of the court-room within the rail was 
given over to spectators. Windows were 
raised and eager people stood on the outside 
looking in and listening. There was an opea 
space about the attorneys’ and reporters’ 
tables, but that was the only unoccupied spot 
in the room. 

The audience kept up a noisy hum till Pros- 
ecuting Attorney Mudd rose to open the case; 
then every oue was silent and the only sound 
was the yawp ofadog that made his way in 
between the legs of the spectators. 

The argument between Mr. Mudd and Mr. 
McDonald over the possession of the coat was 
spirited and deeply earnest. To both it was 
an important piece of evidence, not alone for 
whatit silentiy told but for a standard to 
measure the accuracy of the statements of 
witnesses as well. 

Mr. Muda urged that it should be in the pos- 
session of the Sheriff and subject to the in- 
spection of both attorneys. 

Mr. MeDonald thoucht the coat was 

VAIL‘S PRIVATE PROPERTY 
and Vail’s own evidence, and he knew no law 
that compelled the defendant to put this evi- 
dence on which he reliedto prove bis inno- 
cence in the bands of his prosecutor. Besides, 
he did not wish that coat to go tuto the hands 
of anyone else, for he wished to be sure that 
itremained asitwas. Asa last strong argu- 
ment he told why be really wanted to keep the 
coat. Witnesses had made statements con- 
cerning the relative positions of the Duliet 
holes. He wanted those witnesses to testify 
under oath without achance to see the cong 

ain, and correct their statements. 

r. Mudd thought the prosecution had a 
right to examine the cost and see what proper 
deductions might be drawn from its condi- 
tion. Besides, he, too, had another reason. 
The coat had been in the possession of Vail 
ever since the shooting, and Mr. Mudd wanted 
to find out from witnesses whether it is now 
in the same condition that it was then. 

Mr. McDpnald thought ‘his brother would 
not intimate that he would change the coat. 

Mr. Mudd did not mean that, but Vail bed 
nad it part of the time, and Mr. Mudd did not 
know what Vail had done. 

The Justice ordered the coat delivered, and 
then there was a consultation between the 
attorneys. 

Mr. McDonald then said that, he did not 
bring the coat with him from St. Louis, but as 
soon as Mr. Mudd demanded it he telephoned 
for it. It woulo be here that night. He then 
turned and demanded of Mr. Mudd the written 
application for insurance, which was said to 
have been forged. He also asked that a 
subpcena duces tecum for Mr. John Borrows 
of the United States Mutual Accident Associa- 
tion to compel him to bring and produce that 
application. 

r. Mudd said that Mr. McDonald had de- 
manded of him an application of which he 
knew nothing, and at the same time asked for 
asubpwmna duces tecum to require another 
man to produce the same application. He 
did not have that application. it was a pri- 
vate paper belonging to an outside party, and 
he doubted whether the court hada right to 
require it. 

r. McDonald said that the defense was met 
with opposition at every point of the case, 
whilethe 

DEMANDS OF THE PROSECUTION 

were acceded to. The prosecution had the 
clothes Mrs. Vail wore and the pistol, but the 
defense bad not seen them since the day of 
the accident. Mr. Laughlin went to Old Mon- 
roe day before yesterday and Mr. McAtee even 
refused to let him photograph the ground or 
see the wagon. 

Mr. Mudd thought that the application was a 

private matter, but still one supbosna duces 
tecum, had issued and been served 
on Mr. Borrows and another would be. 
He had. asked for the overcoat because 
it was a part of the corpus delicti, and he was 
willing to do what he had asked the defense 
todo. He would place Mrs. Vall's clothes in 
the custody of the Sheriff, with explicit direc- 
tions to permit the counsel for the defense to 
examine them as fully and as freely, as 
privately and as often as they wished to. 

Mr. McDonald wanted to go on then with 
the hearing. 

Mr. Mudd would not consent. The State 
would not be ready until it had seen and ex- 
amined that overcoat, 

Mr. McDonaid said the overcoat would be 
here this evening and the case could be taken 
up in a night session at 7 o’ clock. * 

Mr. Mudd cuuld not come out at nicht on 
account of his bealth; in fact, he questioned 
whether he was not doing an impradent act in 
leaving the house at present even in the day. 

Mr. MeDonald would have urged a night 
session, but the Justice cut it short by ad- 
journing to 8:30 o’clock this morning. 

The ut first ca 1 bry 2 a pate 
lawyers disagree when ey give opinions 
. the action of the justices in com- 
pelling the defendant tosurrender it. Under 
other circumstances the defense might have 
refused, and there isno known way oy which 
the osecution could have secured it. But 
now the defense hopes to be acquitted on the 

reliminary examiuation. If the overcoat 
Rad been refused the Grand-jury would, 
when it meets on Monday next, indict Vall, 
the refusal would have been urged agalust 
him, and the stigma of an indictment for 
murdor could not have been avoided, whetber 
he be innocent or gulity. 

THE OVERCOAT ARRIVED

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 2.—At 105 this 
afternoon, Ex-Congressman Taulbee was shot 
through the head by Charies Kincaid, corres- 
pondent of the Louisville Times. Both men 
are Kenguckians, and the trouble was caused 
by the ex-Odngressman pulling the corres- 
pondent’s nose for publishing certain state- 
ments in regard to him. The shooting oc- 
curred just outside the Capitol, near the 
southeastern entrance to the building. Taul- 
bee was shot in the head. 

WHO KINCAID 18. 

Kincaid is a slight-buillt, inoffensive-looking 
man of abbut 35 years of age. He was former- 
ly a Judge in one of the Louisville courts and 
his family is one of the best known in Kon- 
tucky. He has a wide acquaintance in social 
circles here, and has spent considerable of his 
time in attending receptions, parties and 
other social events. 

THE WOUNDED MAN. 

Ex-Congressman Taulbee, the wounded 
man, came from one of the mountain districts 
of Kentucky. He ie 29 years of age, of tall 
figure, witha frame sinewy and strong, but 
lean. He soon became known in the House 
as a ready talker and was more frequently on 
hisfeetthan any other young member. He 
had an immensely powerful voice, and in the 
tumult which sometimes occurred in the 
House it could always be neard above the din. 

The following is a biography furnished by 
him to the Congressional Directory: William 
Preston Taulbee of Saylorsville was born in 
Morgan County, Ky., October 22, 1851; and 
was educated in private county schools; 
studied forthe ministry from 1875 to 1878, and 
tor the law from 1878 to 1881. He was elected 
Clerk to the Magoffin County Court in 1878 and 
re-elected in 1882. Ho wasamember of the 
Forty-ninth and Fifttieth Congresses. 

Taulbee has just been taken from the Capl- 
tolto Providence Hospital. His woundis a 
very dangerous one. 

KINCAID ARRESTED. 

Kincaid was arrested by Officer Bryan and 
lodged in the New Jersey Avenue Police Sta- 
tion, where he is charged with assault with 
invent to kill. 

Taulbee has now been remored to his board- 
ing- house on Capitol Hill and it ts feared that 
his wound will prove fatal. 

Kincaid is lu the Now Jersey Avenue Police 
Station, near the Capitol, a physical wreck

The Last Scene in the Terrible 
Tragedy Enacted. at Bir- 
mingham, Ala. 


A. Deed and Sequences Which 
Have Few Parallels in 
Criminal Annals. 


Hawes Not Only Murdered His Wife and 
Two Children, Without Provocation, 
but Was Directly Responsible for the 
Riet in Which Eleven Good Men Lost 
Their Lives—The Story of the Butchery 
of His Wife and Babes Retold — His 
Marrtage te a Young Lady Who Was 
Ignorant of. Hie True Character and 
Crime a Few Hours After Its Commis- 
sion—Finding of the Bodies in the Lake 
and What Their Condition Revealed— 
Gathering of the Citizens and the Attack 
On the Jail—The Sheriff's Stubborn De- 
fense of His Prisoner—Loss of Life 10 
the Conflict—Trial, Conviction and Ex- 
ecution of the Fiend. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala.,Feb. 28.—Richard Hawes, 
the wife and child-murderer, was hanged at 
12:20 o’clock to-day. His neck was broken by 
the fall. He stated on the gallows that John 
Wylie did the killing and was paid $200 by him 
for his services. 

Hawes slept but little last night. He re- 
tired a little before midnight and dozed a lit- 
tle, but arose about 1 o’clock and paced his 
cell in a restiess manner. This morning 
breakfast was served the condemned man be- 
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Dick Hawes. 
tween Sand %o’clock. It consisted of a ten- 
derlola steak fried well and two poached 
eggs, two biscuits and a cup of coffee. He ate 
but very littie of it, and remarked to the 
guard that what he bad eaten was forced, and 


that he had no relish for any breakfast. 


THE CROWD N 
at the Sheriff’s office began to fill the big cor- 
ridors at the Court-house as early as 9 o’ clock 
eager to pass into the jail yard to witness the 
execution orto see and hear anything they 
could. Sheriff Smith, Chief Deputy Smith 
and all the deputies were beselged witb re- 
quests for admission to the jail, but all 
except a few were doomed to disappoint- 
ment. Meanwhile a throng of eager and 
curfous people began collecting on the streets 
around the jail, until the entire surroundings 
were a perfect mass of humanity before the 
bour for execution arrived. All thie time a 
corps of deputy sheriffs stood guard at the 
jail office door and kept back all intruders. 

The gallows used for the execution of Hawes 
was the same that Gllbert Lowe was hanged 
on last Friday. A new rope, however, was 


used, 
ON THE SCAFFOLD. 

At 1210 Hawes, preceded bythe Sheriff, 
mounted the scaffold. He bade all present 
good bye, and éaid he was ready to 
suffer his punishment. But, as stated 
above, be declared that Wylie and not bim 
seif committed the murder. At 12:20 the trap 
was sprung, and Dick Hawes pussed into 
eternity. 

A WRITTEN CONFESSION. 

A few moments before the black cap was au- 
justed, Hawes handed a newspaper represen- 
tative present a written confession and asked 
that it be published. 


A FIENDISH CRIME. 


The Triple Murder and the Terrible Riot 
That Grew Out of It. 


The crime which Hawes committed will re- 
main on the records of criminal history as one 
ofthe cruelest and most fiendish ever com- 
mitted in the South and in the country. It it 
was possible for the laws of Alabama to give 
him worse punishment than death on the 
gallows public opinion would say he deserved 
it. Tokilla wife and two pretty, innocent 
little girls just to get rid of. them 


soasto enable him to carry outa carefolly 
arranged plan to marry a young and beautiful 
woman hardly look credibie, but yet this 
wasthe character of the crime, for which 
Hawes paid the death penalty to-day. Mrs. 
Emma Hawesand her littie daughters, Marie 
and Irene, were notthe only victims, whose 
deaths cen be charged to him. He was the 
cause of the terrible riot in Birmingham 
on the night of December 8, 1888, 
which resulted in the killing of eleven per- 
sons and the wounding and maiming of more 
than twenty others. Therfot and the attempt 
to get him out of jall were earnestiy com- 
batted by the Sheriff and his deputies—so 
earnestly, in fact, that many human lives 
were sacrificed as a result. All this was done 
that the marderer might receive what the 
constitution of his country guaranteed him— 
atrial. He received this, and although every 
effort was exerted by his remaining friends 
and counsel to save his lite, the law 
devreed otherwise. Eminent counsel fought 
the strong actual and circumstantial evidence 
in the case, and kept 10 the legal battle until 
the task of preventing his execution became a 


hopeless one. 

THE CRIME . 
was committed December 5, 1888; at least it 
was on that evening he murdered his little

That same 
evening she stated Hawes came back to 
her house and her that he 
wanted May to take ber to a 
boarding-house in the city. That was the 
last she saw of the child alive. The statement 
of the railroad conducter who saw Hawes go- 
ing towards the lake with the child and re- 
turning alone filled in completely with the 
colored woman’s story, forming a strong 
Jink in the chain of circumstantial evidence. 
The theory that Mrs. Hawes was in Atlanta 
with the other chiidren was. for the time ac- 
weet and no effort was made to find her.

It was 
learned that instead of going there he went 
direct to Coiumbus, Miss., and on that even- 
ing news reached Birmingham that he had 
married Miss May Story, a handsome young 
lady of that city on the forenoon of that day. 
This was startling news, and the authorities 
decided to lose no time effecting his arrest. 
Late Thursday night information reached the 
police that he had started out with his wife 
TO MAKE A BRIDAL TOUR. 
and that they would pass through Birming- 
-ham the following morning. The police were 
on the alert and when the train came in 
Hawes was promptly arrested and told that 
there was a strong suspicion that he had com- 
mitted murder. 

His young bride was at his side and she was 
almost prostrated when she saw the officers 
take him on suspicion of haying murdered his 
9-year-old daughter. Sue did not know then 
that he had a daughter. While courting her 
he told her that he had one child—a little boy 
—and exhibited bogus divoree papers to her 
and ber father to convince them that he had 
been legally separated from his wife. 

Hawes was placedin jail, and for a time 
took matters coolly. Before he left the side 
of his young wife be told her it was alla mis- 
understanding which would soon be straight- 
ened out and told ber also to wait for him at 
the hotel. Hesaid when questioned by the 
police that he had secured a divorce from bis 
firet wife, and had given her $500 to go to New 
York to live with relatives. The little boy, he 
said, was ig Atlanta, and he had supposed 
that Mrs. Hawes had taken the littie 
girls with ber to that town. ‘‘I went 
to our house Saturday evening, he said, ‘‘to 
get the little giris and I found the place de- 
serted, and when I inquired I was told my 
divorced wife had started to Atlanta with May 
and Irene. He positively denied the story of 
the colored woman that he had taken May 
away from her home the Monday night before 
and the story of the conductor who had seen 
him going to the lake with the child 
and returning without her. At his request he 
was allowed to visit the untertaking rooms to 
see the body of hie child. For a time he 
seemed unaffected, but when be observed 
that everyone was oe at him he stooped 
down and kissed the pale lips of his little 
one.

Wylie, who dad been discharged on a 
previous trial, was re-arrested and said that 
the statement he bad asserted in the triple 
murder was false, and that Hawes made it to 
save bis own neck. 

He was again discharged. Fanny Bryant, 
the colored woman, who was indicted with 
Hawes, was also tried as an accessory to the 
murder. It was shown that she was seen near 
the Hawes house before or about the time of 
the murder, collecting hea pieces of iron 
and putting them in a bag. her questioned 
she claimed she w getting fuel. The iron 
was afterwards identified as the same found 
— about the bodies of Mrs. Hawes and little 

rene. 

The result of her trial was conviction and a 
life sentence. She is now serving her sentence 
in the penitentiary at Wetumpka, having been 
sent there a few days ago. 

THE WOMAN HE DECEIVED. 

Much sympathy has been expressed or the 
young woman Hawes married the day before 
his arrest. As is elsewhere stated, be 
told her he was a widower with one child, a 
son, and that he had a divorce from his wife.

Not long since she stated that she 
believed in and loved Hawes until she reached 
Birmingham and found the wild excitement 
caused by the finding of his little girl. She 
then saw he had deceived her. Her love then 
changed to hatred and since then she will not 
hear the mention of his name in her pres- 
ence. 

Miss Story, in a recent interview, said she 
first met Hawes on a depot platform. He 
helped her from a train and showed her some 
attentions. She was impressed with him and 
allowed him to call at her house afterwards. 
His handsome face and gentlemanly actions 
caught her fancy. 

Hawes told her he was a widower and had 
one child, a son, who lived with his brother 
in Atlanta. He afterwards said that he was a 
divoreed man, and showed Col. Story, the 
girl’s father, a decree of divorce. They were 
married a few months later.

WASHINGTON, D. O., Feb. 28,—A number of 
persons interested in postal telegraphy as- 
sembled in the room of the House Post-office 
Committee this morning to listen to Dr. Nor- 
vm Green, President of the Western Union 
Telegraph Co. Postmaster-General Wana- 
maker, with his assistant, Attorney-General 
Tyner, Gardner Hubbard and representatives 
of different telegraph companies were pres- 


ent. 
Dr. Green began his remarks by discussing 


the merits and demerits of the European Gov- 
ernmental telegraph systems. He said that 
while in instances their charges were lower 
than those in the United States, they were 
conducted at a loss. He presented a 
table showing that the domestic com- 
panies had 18,000 stations and handled 
over sixty million messages annnally as 
against 53,000 stations and 173,000,000 messages 
in the rest of the world. They had more than 
half of the entire mileage of the world. The 
Western Union controlled ten-elevenths of 
this business. Its stocks was held 
by 8,550 persons in the United 
States and 1,141 of them were females. Dr. 


Green believed that the United States Govern- 
ment had no business with the management 
of the telegraph; {ft could not manage as 
cheaply; it could not do it better, and none of 
the senders of telegrams had asked it. It was 
prepared to make a rate of halt 
of the cost of sending messages, ana the 
deficiency would have to be made up by 
57,000,000 who did not use the telegraph. The 
receipts of the New York office of the Western 
Union included $700,000 annually from pool- 
rooms aud sporting places. A large ciass of 
telegraph users were stock brokers and specu- 
lators. Were those the people who were to 
protected ? these the people 
in whose interest the people were. 
to be taxed. If the government wanted to go 
into the n business it should buy the 
lines outright. It should not seek to fix los- 
ing rates for existing companies; that would 
not be fair to the 35,000 stockholders of 
the Western Union. The 
would need about twice as many lines 
as are now in existence to do 
business. Here was a acheme presented to go 
to 447 post offices where there was a free de- 
livery and where there were abundant tele- 
graph facilities. This wasthe way the Post- 
master-Generail proposed to supply the needs 
of 58,000,000 people, This was the entering 
wedge fa movement to break down the pres- 
ent companies end establish a complete Gov- 
ernment system, and against that he pro- 
tested. 

Dr. Green then made a comparison between 
the American and English telegraph systems 
and maintained that our rates were in reality 
(taking into account free addresses and sig- 
natures and the enormous area of territory 
covered) much lower than the English low 
rates. And yet it was proposed to re- 
Guce these rates arbitrarii still lower; 
it would require 21,885 miles of wire to supply 
a single connection to 47 places within the 
Postmaster-General’s plan and to do business 
practically would require at least 100,000 miles 
of wire. At the press contract rates, the 
rental of this wire would be $3,600,000. Who- 
ever undertook to do the telegraph business 
over this system would do it at a loss.

NIGHTFALL. 8 


The Merchants’ Bridge Finished and Ready 
to Be Turned Over to the Owners—A 
Task of Great Difficulty Finished With 
Great Raplidity — Gistory ef the Con- 
struction of the Bridge. 


T 6 o’clock this 
evening the Mer- 
chants’ Bridge will 
be completed and 
ready for delivery 
by the Union Bridge 
Co., the contractors, 
to the Merchants’ 
Bridge & Terminal 
Os. This morning 
everything was in 
place with the ex- 
ception of a few 
rivets and stringers, 
and by 6-o'clock 
this evening the last 
stroke of the ham- 
mer will be given, 
and the bridge will 
span the river in complete readiness for car- 
rying trains. The contractors have strained 
every nerve to complete their work before the 
first day of spring, and they have succeeded 
in so doing. In this attempt the engineers in 
charge of the work havc been ably and heart- 
ily seconded by the officers and directors of 
the Merchants’ Bridge Co., and this assistance 
can be better appreciated when the fact is 
taken into consideration that the early com- 
pletion of the work involves a very consider- 
able expense to the bridge company. 
ACCORDING TO THE CONTRACT 

with the contractors, a bonus of $350 was to 
be paid for every day preceding June I that 
the bridge was turned over to the company. 
It was anticipated that tne bridge and termin- 
als would keep pace with euch other, and be 
fnished about the same time, but, owing to 
the non-arrival of a number of castings, work 
on the terminals was delayed, and the bridge 


obtained a long start. It cannot be used 
for a month, as the approaches are 
not nearly ready, but it is believed that 


by April 1 trains will be running over the 
bridge. This does not mean that the Elevated 
road will be completed by this date, but that 


the approaches connecting the bridge with 
the tracks of the Wabash and the Heit line 
will be completed. To-morrow the officers of 
the bridge company will visit the structure 
and inspect it carefully. If the manner in 
which it has been bullt proves acoeptable the 
bonus —— ey from to-day. Nothing will be 
paid until the final test, one impossible under 
present conditions, has been satisfactorily 
inet. This will be made as soon 
as the approaches are completed. 
A number of engines and many heavily laden 
care will be placed upon the bridge, and the 
effect of their weight observed. Ifthe testis 
successfully met the bridge will be accepted, 
and the bonus will be computed from to-day. 
The amount received as a bonus, if all teste 
are successfally met, willbe by no means a 
small one, aggregating the handsome sum of 


$32,200. 

THE BRIDGE CONSISTS 
of three long spans and six short spans, three 
on the Illinois side and three on the Missouri 
shore. The first work to be done was the 
sinking of the caissons and the construction 
of the pliers. The caissons were built on 
shore and towed to their positions, being 
held in place by cables attached to heavy 
pfes. The caissons were built and handled 
on the Eads system as improved by later ex- 
perience. The stone courses were bulltupon 
the caisson asitsunk, and when the bottom 
was reached the interior was cumpletely 
filllea with cement. Several inventions of 
comparatively recent date were employe 
with great success in sinking the caissons and 
holding them in place. The bedrock was 
based by the Eads sand pump with the 
Corthell improvements. Water was thrown 
in a strong jet upon the sand until a puddle of 
—— specific gravity was produced, and the 
mingied sand and water were then pumped by 
a powerful engine to the surface and thrown 
into the river. The work proceded with un- 
exampled rapidity, and when the nature of 
the stream and of the bottom are taken into 
consideration, the speed with which this part 
of the task was completed may be regarded as 
unequalled. More than once it appeared likely 
that the rising river would vutstrip the work- 
men. On one occasion the water rose to within 
a foot of the top of the uncompleted caisson, 
buta number of extra workmen were em- 
ployed, and the race between them and the 
river was gained by the laborers. The manner 
in which the masonry was laid is such as to 
insure the greatest possible strength at the 
least cost. A course of stone was laid with 
every fourth or fifth block set with its long 
axis 1 to the face. On the next 
course the traverse block was laid to the right 
or left of the one in a corresponding position 
below, and so onto the top. The effect of 
thisisto give the outer stone shell as much 
strength as if uniformly laid of stone as great 
in diameter as the transverse blocks. The 
central core of concrete forms a perfectly 
homogeneous mass, with no cleavage in any 
direction, and has been proved to be the best 
backing that has ever been devised. The last 
pier was finished on September 28. 


LAYING THE TRUSS. 
i Work on the superstructure was then com- 
menced, the west span being the first to be 
started.

They are arranged in 
sete oftwo, each pair approaching at the 
top, but not quite meeting, the appearance 
being that of an inverted letter V with the top 
cutoff. There frames are bolted and bound 
together by an intricate network of iron and 
timber, and from the base upon which the 
truss is laid, upon which whatis known as 
the traveler“ moves. This traveler itis 
an oblong structure of wood and iron, higher 
than the arch is intended to be when in ‘4 ace, 
and ig used both as a derrick by which the 
materials can be raised from barges in the 
river below, and as a support for one end of 
the arch whenit is in process of construc- 
tiou. The traveler is pushed abead as fast as 
the work progresses, being constantly at the 
end ofthetruss. At the end of each pier the 
stone is cut out to fnornish aresting place for 
the heavy steel beam on which the roadbed is 
to rest, and these trusses are bound together 
by an intricate system of dars and 
beams, while all parts are fastened securely 
by counter-sunk steel bolts. Thefrails rest on 
strong crossbeams, which also serve to bind 
the trusses to each other. Wrought iron is 
used as a material for a few purposes, but the 
trusses themselves, beams, girders, supports 
and bolts are steel throughout. The test 
danger of delay occurred while the false 
works were in place. The timbers are neces- 
sarily exposed to the action of the water, and 
the shifting nature of the bottom of the Mis- 
siesippi renders piling insecure.

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THEY WILL RETALIATE TEOTION 3 
Iniquities of the High Tariff System Pointed 
Oat by dev. Boies. 


Ds Mores, Io., Feb. 28.—In the course of 
his inaugural address yesterday Gov. Boies 
devoted some time to the tariff question, the 
text of this portion of his address being the 
oft quoted constitutional prohibition of the 
present tariff system. He said: 

Any system of taxation the effect of which 
is to take from one class and give to another 


ie necessarily a partial and unequal aistribu- 
tion of public burdens. It is probably true 
that the burdens of an exorbitant protective 
tariff fall more heavily upon Iowa than upon 
most of her sister States. Such a tariff is 
‘Becessarily in conflict with the best interests 
of the one great industry which is the chief 
hope and sustenance of her people. It in- 
creases the cost of nearly everything we buy 
and diniinishes the prices of almost every- 
thing we sell. 

Me denounce as a conspiracy a combina- 
tion between a few men to increase by arti- 
ficial means the cost of the least of our 
necessaries and encou by national law 
a vast monopoly that defies the law of trade 
and regulates in its own interest the price of 
nearly everything we are compelied to buy. 
We have followed this delusion of this pro- 
tective tariff with a blind faith of a devotee, 
listening to the most deceptive of erguments, 
believing in the most patent of fallacies. We 
have been willing to believe we could enrich 
our workmen by making millionaires of their 
employers; that we could Increase the farm- 
er's income by a system of legislation that 
clogs the outlets for his products that must 
go abroad, or smother the market we would 
nourish. 

We have been clay in the potter’s hands— 
molded to suit his selfish will—until with 
granaries overflowing, with flocks and herds 
that man oan scarcely number, we are still 
poor, because by artificial means the profits 
of our great industry have been depressed 
below their normal condition that those of 
another might be elevated above its own. And 
yet, in the light of all our experience, we are 
confronted by a policyfor which we are as 
much responsible as any one, that is draining 
the national treasury by extravagant expen- 
ditures that a war tariff! may be main- 
tained in times of peace; that threatens to re- 
move the taxon the worst of luxuries that it 
may be retained on the greatest of necessities. 
Let it be understood that the necessities of 
this State demand cheap clothing, cheap 
food, cheap implements of labor—in short, 
cheap necessaries. They are not interested 
in cheap whisky or cheap tobacco, and that if 
compelied to take the latter cheap and the 
day 5 dear, they will surely resent the in- 
ury.

BLOCKING UP NORTH BROADWAY. 


THE AULERITES WILL ATTEMPT TO Dis- 
QUALIFY SOME OF THEIR OPPONENTS. 


The Real Purpese of the Meeting of the 

Schoel Board Called for To-Morrow 

. Bwening Leaks Out This Morning-—A 

Desperate Move—A Decision of Judge 

Klein’s Which Shows That the Meeting 
Will Be Iliegal. 


The real purpose ot the special Schoo! Board 
meeting called for to-morrow evening was 
ascertained to-day. It is retaliation. In 
other words an attempt will be made by the 
solid eleven to disqualify someof the mem- 
bers of the Miller faction. One of the airect- 
tors whose name is signed to the call has ad- 
mitted that such was the real object of the 
special session, The stated purpose of the 
meeting, though perhaps covering such a pro- 
cedure, is merely a blind. Tune call 
says that the meeting is to be peld 
in order that the board may inquire into 
Its authority to judge of the qualifications 
of its own membérs, When the call was 
issued the Millerites suspected that there was 
something behind it, bat did not conjecture 
rightly what it was. It leaked out, however, 
to-day. 

One of the board rules—the rule on which 
the Aulerites are laying so much stress at 
present—is that the board shall bethe judge 
of the qualifications of its own members. 
There are laid down a number of conditions 
under which a director cannot be qualified. 
One is that he must not be interested directly 
or indirectly in any contracts. Itis said that 
charges against several of the Miller faction 
will be brought under this rule, and that the 
solid eleven will vote that those against whom 
the charges are brought are not quali- 
fied. There can be but one construction 
placed on this course and thatis that the 
Auler men fear the outcome of the quo war- 
ranto proceedings and are determined that 
even should severai of their men be ousted 
their enemies shall not be left with a majority 
inthe board. At a meeting of the board two 
months ago Mr. Macklin asked for the ap- 
pointment of a committee of investigation, 
and when it was combatted he announced 


that unless his resolution carried be would 
read another which he had in his pocket 
which might meet with much less favor by 
some of the members of the opposition. 
Whether there was anything in his threat was 
never known, as the committee 
which he asked for was appoint- 
ed. It was believed generally at 
the time, however, that the nature Of the doc- 
ument which he referred to was a series of 
charges thaat some members of the board 
were profiting be ofthe board’s business. It 


Commission Merchants Will Petition the 
Comptreliler for Relief. 


The commission merchants on North Third 
street between Franklin avenue and Wash 
street have for the past two years been mak- 
ing a very strenuous kick against the practice 
of the farmersin packing their wagons close 
up to the sidewalks so as to make it imposs!l- 
ble for an express wagon or other vehicle to 
get at the doors of the commission men. Two 


ofthe merchants, Messrs. P. M. Kiely and 
Jacob Schopp, who are at the head of the ob- 
jecting party, gave their views on the subject 
to a POST-DISPATCH reporter. Mr. Kiely said: 

**We intend to draw up an ordinance or else 
go in a body and visit the Comptroller in re- 
gard to the matter. It is 
should be compelled to pay our rent here and 
then can’t do any business until after the 
farmers sell out. There is enough traffic 
on the street without the farmers biocking it 
up 80 with their wagons. There 
are the coal “ee. the heavy 
iron wagons, the ferry trame, 
the bridge trame which all passes right by 
here. The little street between Third and 
Fourth streets, at the end of Franklin avenue, 
is only about forty feet wide, but the Comp- 
troller sells six stands there and a wagon cap 
hardly get through during the forenoon. We 
must do something to get rid of this state of 
affairs during the summer. The farmers com- 
mence coming in with thelr vegetables about 
the Ist ot April and their trade laste about 
eight months. 

MR. JACOB SOCROPP 

said: ‘‘About twenty-five years ago this 
place was a market and the farmers got so in 
the habit of coming here that they can’t stop 
now. A farmer comes in here about 1 o’ clock 
in the morning with his family. They have 
a bed in the wagon and take up their stand in 
front of your door early soasto bein time. 
They perhaps have a few bushels of potatoes 
ora few barrels of cabbages and they remain 
there until it is all sold. Ifyou want to send 
off a crate of strawberries or a case of eggs, 
you hang out your sign and the express wagon 
comes along. The driver sees it but he can’t 
get in untilafter the train has gone, because 
the farmers’ wagons are so thick. The Comp- 
troller could settle the whole affair if he 
wished to, but Idon’t think he knows how 
things go on down here in the summer time. 
The farmers have got sonow that instead of 
selling their vegetables iu a load they retail! 
them out, and it really becomes a retall mar- 
ket. Aman will oeome along aud say: ‘Well, 
I would take those goods, but I can’t get in to 
take them now. I guess I’ll have to get them 
somewhere else because 1 am in a hurry for 
them, It is really an injustice to us be 
compelled to wait until the farmers get 
through before we can commence business.

THE WARMEST WINTER. 


TO-DAY CLOSES THE RECORD WITH THE 
LOW EST TEMPERATURE OF THE SEASON, 


Eight Hundred and Eighty Degrees More 
Heat in This Winter Than There Should 
Have Been—A Cold Wave That Will Do 
Great Geod in Checking the Ohio River 
Fleod. |

drop to 10 degs. before midnight. There was 
some sleet with this wind during the early 
part of the night; sleet that covered the bu d- 
ings, pavements and roadways; sleet that 
closed about young leaves springing from the 
opened buds on bushes, forming crystal 
cases, and sleet that put the quietus on all the 
life in the bursting dude of the peach 
trees. The unpaved roads that have been 
bottomless for weeks were given a coating 
of mud ice thick enough to bear a coal wagon, 
and the tire-worn sloughs were fitted with 
iron-like points of frozen mud to wreck the 
incautiously guided rickety wheel. 

THE THERMOMETER 

fell in twelve hours 82 deg., and the sky 
cleared as the cold intensified. To-day opened 
bright and pleasant, if nipping cold. In the 
last day of winter the lowest temperature of 
the day was recorded. 

Almanacs used to say that winter began 
November 22 and continued until March 22, 
‘but modern weather observers give to winter 
only the months December, January 
and February, while autumn acquires 
November and spring March. Thus 
to-day ends the season of winter. 


Not including to-day, the Signal Service rec- 
ords show that the winter of 1889-’90 has been 
warmer than any winter since the station was 
established in St. Louis (1871), the excess of 
heat over the normal being 880 deg. Of this 
excess 123 deg. was earned in February, 391 in 
January and the remainder in December. The 
first 19 days of February gave 18 ip * excess, 
butthe succeeding 8 days being below the 
normal reduced the excess of the month to 123 


deg. 

° NOW, THE WINTER OF 1889-90 
‘owes the cold account 880 degrees, which suc- 
ceeding months are bound to pay, as Nature 
insiste upon balancing her books. The warm 
winters preceding this were as flows: 1875-76 
had 758 degrees excess heat; -78 had 741 
excess beat; 1879-80 had 513 degrees excess 
heat, and the winter of 1881-82 had 501 degrees 
excess heat. The extra heatof the winter 
1875-76 was overbalanced in the fall of 1876, 
winter of 1876-77 and the spring 
of the latter year. To restore the balance'the 
winter of 1877-78 warm. The 
extra heat of winter 1879-80 
was balanced the following fall and 
winter. The spring of 1 was 
very oold, the summer normal, the winter 
1881-82 was warm, the remainder of 1882 nor- 
mal, and 1888 slightly below the normal from 
January to October. Where the balance for 
the winter 1889-90 will be made—whether in 
the coming summer or the wiater of 1890-91, 
no one can tell; but the account will be bal- 
anced. That is as certain as fate.

there isa probability that the — ure 
will go lower to-night than it reached tuis 
morning. The wave of cold which marched 
down so direct upon St. Louis from the North- 
west left some exceedingly low temperatures 
behind it, but St. Vincent reported the lowest, 
82 deg. below, this morning. The others are 
in the twenties below. 

To-day the wave will be felt in the Ohio 
Valley and it will have the effect of freezing 
many of the small streams which feed that 
river, and so check the flood which has been 

rowing so disastrously high from Parkers- 
Cure te — The danger lines are passed 
at every point on the Ohio by from 2tol3 
feet. hether the cold will affect the Cum- 
borland and Tennessee Rivers, and so check 
the flood on the Ohio from Paducah to Oagiro, 
is a question, but it is certain that from Pitts- 
burg Gown tothe Cumberland the supply for 
the swollen river will be considerably less - 
ened. Should the cold check the growth of 
the flood fortwo days the probability of its 
growing to the terrible proportions of the 1880 
or 1882 floods will be past.

THE CHEROKEES OBJECT. 


Chief Mayes Writes a Bitter Letter te Presi- 
dent Harrison. 


VMA, I. T., Feb. 28.—Chief J. B. Mayes of 
the Cherokee Nation has written a letter to 
President Harrison emphatically protesting 
againstthe enforcement ofthe proclamation 
ofthe l7th inst., to the effect that no more 
cattle would be allowed to graze on the lands 
of the Cherokees west of the Arkansas 
River. Chief Mayes holds that the Pres- 


ident’s act is illegal and tyrannical 
and in conflict with the patent granted the 
Cherokees bv President Van Buren and all its 
treatios with the Federal Government. He 
says the Cherokees have received an income 
of $200,000 annually fromthe cattlemen for 
the grazing privilege onthe lands named in 
the proclamation, which has been used for 
school purposes. The letter is bitter 
in its tone throughout, and asks 
some very pointed questions touching on the 
President's right to order the cattle and cat- 
tlemen off the landsfor which they pay into 
the Cherokee Nation Treasury $200, annu- 
In conclusion he says to the President: 

Nou say itis prejudicial tothe public in- 
terest for these cattle to remain on these 
lands, and you are the sole judge. New, are 
ll these legal documents and decisions in 
favor of the Cherokees to be set aside for the 
convenience of parties who want our land? 
This seems to bea decided step to take these 
lands regard less of all arguments and plead- 
ings that the Cherokees can make. If Iam so

mn justice, will eventually balance these 
things on his scales, lask you to pause and 
consider before you take our property, and 
not deprive usofthe use of our property, 
which we have paid value received for, and

SENATOR LELAND STANFORD’S MISSION TO
